The Marquis wos nttired in full evening dress,
wenring aroond his neclk the bright seaviel rik-
bon and decotation of & Commander of the
Leglon ol Honor, while several other orders
graced his bresst, e 8 a tadl, well-anade,
graocetul pentleman nand his Pavisian politens
wis conspicuous as he recelved e puests, Tho
Murchiouess, as bus slready been stated, is an
American by birth and eduoation, Hhe wore a
dress of white tarlutan, elaboratcly irimmed,
with a supoerb nrokluce of dimwonds, sad the
c¢rogs of some regal ordor on her shealder,

over victories on the two contingnts.
